able doubt on the validity of the 
whole work relief act from which 
the funds to finance the Resettle- 
ment administration were allocat- 
ed by President Roosevelt.

Supreme Court. declared expendi- 
ture of relief funds for 
resettle-

al because the act failed to set up 
any standard or criterion under 
which the money waa. to be spent.

eminent of the United Kingdom 
ha;; reluctaniy reached the con- j 
c.'usion that they have no alterna- j 
tjve but to increase the total de- 
stroyer lonnage by retention of 
-10,000 tons of additional overage 
destroyers. Tims the British com- 
monwealth of nations total ton- 
nage figure for destroyers on De- 
cember 31, 19;!6, would reach 190,- 
000, 
of which approximately 88,- 


000 would be overage. 


'•The government of the United 


Kingdom would much prefer that 
this necessary increase 
of 
the 


overage destroyer strength of the 
members of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations should be ar- 
ranged by friendly negotiations 
with the powers which were par- 
ties to Part I'll of the London 
Treaty, thus avoiding the neces- 
sity of formal recourse to the pro- 
visions of Article XXI 
of

treaty." 


It was believed here that the 


British move inevitably would re- 


suit in a considerably larger num- 
ber of warships in service at the 
pnd of this year than the London 
treaty, expiring then, foresaw. 


The British memorandum 
to 


Washing ton expressly 
requested 


that the United States, "as soon 
y.s possible," convey its views re- 
garding the decisions of his ma- 
jesty's navy. The same request 
was made of Japan. 


In view oi thu British memo- 


randum it was deemed 
certain 


that the United States and Japan 
would demand the compensatory 
right to retain warships which, 


under the London treaty, wouM 
otherwise have .been scrapped be- 
fore the new year. 


Japan's answer, now under con- 


| sideration by the Tokyo govern- 
| mem, is likely to constitute a bid
